of Nutrition of the University of Toronto, to ensure that residents are 


and consequently the creation in time merely of a new type of recognizable 


institution, the Branch encourages architects to use their individualistic - 


imagination in the creation of plans that combine the architectural warmth 
of a home with the efficiency of many centralized services. 


To assist architects in this endeavour, and to acquaint them with the 
standards required for such facilities as bedrooms, corridors and chapels, 
as well as many other small features that have been found to be of great 
practical value to elderly people, the Branch has published ‘‘Guide For 
Architects”. Among its large numbers of detailed facts this booklet brings 
out such points as: corridors should be of sufficient width for the passage of 
wheel-chairs and uncluttered so residents will not be in any danger of tripping 
over anything;\doors should be without locks since old people often find it 
difficult to unlock them; grab railings should be installed along corridors’ 

wear toll I a bath-tubs so old people can have something to hold 
onto; and the colour scheme should be closely akin to the warmth and 
hospitality of a comfortable private residence. 

Some of these points are also necessary for the safety of residents in 
case of fire. In this regard all architects’ plans for Homes or additions must 
be approved by the Fire Marshal’s Office. 


: All furniture to be used in Homes must also now be approved by the 
Branch. This is necessary since many old people, because of physical weak- 
ness in the legs and back, have trouble getting up out of low, soft or deep 
furniture. To prevent this from happening the Branch, in co-operation with 
furniture manufacturers, has created chairs and settees which offer firm 
support to the back and are slanted forward in such a way that old people 
can get up out of them without undue difficulty or strain. They are also 
comfortable to sit on and of a design and colour similar to that of ultra- 
modern furniture. / 


The monthly menus to be used in every Home must also now be for- 
warded to the Branch. These are sent to Professor E. W. McHenry, Head 


receiving a properly balanced and appetizing diet. 

A new and important function of the Branch is to encourage residents 
to keep active and interested in something as much as their physical and 
mental powers permit. The idea behind this is that people are much happier 
and healthier,vhen they’re doing something than when they’re just sitting 
down and loo} ng at a wall. 


{ To carry out this function the Branch has a full-time Consultant in 
dandicrafts whose purpose is to interest the ladies of a community in forming 
a Ladies’ Auxiliary to their Home For the Aged. These ladies then agree to 
take turns visiting the Home to interest ‘and encourage residents in a wide 
variety of activities. These include wood-working, leathercraft, basketry and 
painting for the men and sewing, knitting, crocheting and embroidering for 
women or ever: publishing a ‘‘newspaper’’ of the Home’s news. 
The Ladies’ Auxiliary also provides entertainment for residents. ~This” 
{ includes birthday and Christmas parties, bingos, sing-songs, card games and 
\ Spring and Fdll Bazaars for those who wish to exhibit and sell the handi- 
\ ate they have made. In addition the Ladies’ Auxiliary operates the Tuck 
‘Shop.

An important new adjunct to the Homes For The Aged programme is 
ithe Department of Public Welfare’s Advisory Committee on Geriatrics, or the 
study of diseases of old age and ageing. This Committee, composed principally 
of prominent physicians, advises the Minister on what medical treatment 
and procedures are best for residents of the Homes. 

The Committee is also responsible for maintaining, in conjunction with 


vf Metropolitan Toronto, a Geriatric Study Centre at Lambert Lodge. Its 


primary purpose is to observe and evaluate the effects of known medications 
‘and procedures on residents of the Homes so the information obtained may 

e used to improve the diagnosis and treatment of the diseases of old age. 
This information will undoubtedly be of great importance as the number of 
older people in Ontario’s population continues to increase.
